Many Thousands Witness His In- 
duction Into Office. 



CEREMONIES ARE IMPRESSIVE 



New Executive of Nation Takes Oath 
o4 East Portico of Capitol After 
f Marshall Becomes Vice- 
President,

Washington, March 4.— Woodrow 
Wilson of New Jersey is president of 
the United States and Thomas Riley 
Marshall of Indiana is vice-president. 
The instant that the oath-taking cere- 
monies at noon today in front of the 
capltol were completed, the Democrat- 
ic party of this country "came into its 
own" again after an absence of six- 
teen years from the precincts of ex- 
ecutive power. 

A throng of many thousands of 
people witnessed the newly elected 
president's induction Into office. Nine- 
tenths of the members of the crowd 
were enthusiastically Joyful, the other

President Taft and President-elect 
Wilson rode together from the White 
House to the capltol, accompanied by 
two members of the congressional 
committee of arrangements. The vice- 
president-elect also rode from the 
White House to the capltol and In the 
carriage with him were the senate's 
president pro tem|)ore, Senator Bacon 
of Oeorglii, and three members of the 
congressional committee of arrange- 
menta. 

The admlFsion to the senate cham- 
ber to witness the oath-taking of the 
l Ilia. |)l SllfVml was by ticket, and It 
Is needless to say every seat was 
sOOVpMi On the floor of the cham- 
ber were many former members of 
'he senate who, because of the fact 
that they once held membership In 
•hat body, were given the privileges 
of the floor. After the hall was filled 
■md all the minor officials of govern- 
ment and those privileged to witness 
the ceremonies were seated, William 
H. Taft and Woodrow Wilson, preced- 
ed by the sergoant-at-arms and the 
committee of arrangements, entered 
the senate chamber. They were fol- 
lowed Immediately by Vice-President- 
elect Thomas R. Marshall, leaning 
upon the arm of the president pro 
tempore of the senate. 

The president and the president- 
elect sat In the first row of seats di- 
rectly In front and almost under tho 
desk of the presiding officer In the

tenth cheered with them, as becoming 
good American citizens watching a 
governmental change ordered in ac- 
cordance with the law and the Con- 
stitution 

The Bible which during each suc- 
cessive four years is kept as one of 
the treasures of the Supreme court, 
was the Immediate instrument of the 
oath taking of Woodrow Wilson. Ed- 
ward Douglass Wbite, chief justice of 
the United States, held the Book for 
Mr. Wilson to rest bis hands upon 
while he made solemn covenant to 
support the Constitution and the laws 
of the United States, and to fulfill the 
duties of bis office as well and as 
faithfully as It lay within his power 
to do. 

Thomas Riley Marshall swore feal- 
ty to tho Constitution and to the 
people in the senate chamber, where 
for four years it will be his duty to 
preside over the deliberations of the 
members of the upper house of con 
great. 

1 Ceremonies Simple and Impressive, 
f doth of the ceremonies proper were 
conducted In a severely simple but 
most Impressive manner. The sur- 
roundings of the scene of the presi- 
dent's induction Into office, however, 
were not so simple, for it was an out- 
of-door event and the great gathering 
of military, nuval and uniformed civil 
organizations gave much more than a 
* touch of splendor to the scene. 

" In the senate chamber, where the 
the oath was taken by tbe man now 
vice-president of the United Statea. 
there were gathered about 2,000 
people, all that the upper house will 
sontaln without tbe risk of danger 
Mtcauae of the rush and presa of the 
nultitudes. It 1b probable that no- 
where ebe In the United Statea at 
my time are there gathered an equal 
lumber of men and womeu whose 
lames are so widely known. Tbe 
gathering in the senate chamber and 
Later on the east portico of the capl- 
il was composed largely of those 
imminent for their services In Amor- 
lea, and In part of foreigners who 
k ve secured placea for their names 
the current history of the world's 
ilugs. 

Arranged by Congress. 

The arraiigementa of the ceremonies 
lor the inauguration of Woodrow Wil- 
son and Thomas Riley Murshall were 
made by the joint committee on ar- 
rangements of congress. The senate 
of this committee waa ruled 
majority of Republicans, but 
Is Democratic testimony to the 
that tbe Republican aenators 
ire willing to outdo their Democratic 
ithren in the work of uiaklus or-

same row, but to their left, were tho 
vice-president-elect and two former 
vice-presidents of the United States, 
Levi P. Morton of New York and Ad- 
lal A. Stevenson of Illinois. 

When the distinguished company en- 
tered the chamber the senate was 
still under its old organization. The 
oath of office was immediately admin- 
istered to Vice-President-elect Mar- 
Miaii, wno tnereupon oecame Vica- 
Presldent Marshall. The prayer of the 
day was given by the chaplain of the 
senate. Rev. Ulysses G. B. Pierce, pas- 
tor of All Souls' Unitarian church, of 
which President Taft has been a mem- 
ber. After the prayer the vice-presi- 
dent administered the oath of office 
to all the newly chesen senators, and 
therewith the senate of the United 
States passed for the first time In 
years Into the control of the Demo- 
cratic party. 

Procession to East Portico. 
Immediately after the Benate cere- 
monies a procession was formed to 
march to the platform of the east por- 
tico of the capltol, where Woodrow 
Wilson was to take the oath. The pro- 
cession Included the president and the 

preme court, both houses of congress, 
all of the foreign ambassadors, all of 
the heada of the executive depart- 
ments, many governors of states and 
terrltoriea. Admiral Dewey of the navy 
and several high officers of the sea 
service, the chief of staff of the army 
and many distinguished persons from 
civil Ufa. They were followed by the 
members of the press and by those 
persons who had succeeded in secur- 
ing seats In the senate gallerlea to 
witness the day's proceedings. 

When President Taft and the presi- 
dent-elect emerged from the capltol 
on to the portico they saw In front 
of them, reaching far back into the 
park to the east, an immense con- 
course of citizens in the narrow line 
between the onlookers and the plat- 
form on which Mr. Wilson waa to take 
the oath, were drawn up the cadeta 
Of the two greatest government 
schools. West Point and Anuapolls, 
and flanking them were bodies of reg- 
ulars and of national guardsmen. The 
whole scene was charged with color 
and with life. 

On reaching the platform the presi- 
dent and prosldeut-elect took the

plause, and the military bands struck 
quickly Into "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." Only a few bars of the music 
were played and then soldiers and ci- 
vilians became silent to witness re- 
spectfully the oath taking and to 
listen to the address which followed. 

The chief justice of the Supreme 
court delivered the oath to the presi- 
dent-elect, who, uttering the words, 

"I will," became president of the 
United States. As soon as this cere- 
mony was completed Woodrow Wilson 
delivered his inaugural address, his 
first speech to his fellow countrymen 
in the capacity of their chief execu- 
tive. 

At the conclusion of the speech the 
bands played once more, and William 
Howard Taft, now ex-president of the 
United States, entered a carriage with 
the new president and, reversing the 
order of an hour before, sat on the 
left hand side of the carriage, while 
Mr. Wilson took "the seat of honor" 
on the right. The crowds cheered as 
they drove away to the White House, 
which Woodrow Wilson entered as the 
occupant and which William H. Taft 
immediately left as one whose lease 
had expired.

MUST GUARD NATION'S HONOR 



Htw Presiding Offlear of Uppar House 
•aya It Should See That Treaty 
Obligation* Are Observed and 



Washington, March 4 — Following la 
the Inaugural addreaa delivered by 
Vlce-Prealdent Marshall: 

Senators: The proprieties of this oc- 
casion probably require a few words 
from one who Is grateful to the Amer- 
ican people for the honor heretofore 
done him and thla day consummated. 

No senator haa, I truat, a keener 
appreciation of the necessltlea In the 
way of tact and courtesy now devolv- 
ing upon me than I myself. I offer no 
anfrety aa to my discharge of dutlea 
oner than a personal pledge that I 
Will aeek to familiarize myself with 
them and will endeavor alwaya to ez- 
•rclae that complaisance and forebear- 
ance which are essential to him who 
ably prealdes over great debates upon 
gnmt public questions by great men. 

Divergent views relative to thla 
body would be less divergent If the 
American people would come to real- 
1m that on all sides of real questions 
much may truthfully be said. Such an 
attitude of the public mind would 
eliminate the view that this body Is 
distinctively deliberative and not 
thoroughly patriotic. 

No Substitute for the Senate. 
Charges of bad fuith based upon an 
attitude of mind or upon conduct 
should never be made until it is clear- 
ly established that the resultant ac- 
tion la the outcome of personal inter- 
eat or Improper and dishonorable bus- 
Ineaa or social relations. 

Your action has not always met 
with universal approval, but up to 
thla good hour no workable substitute 
for the exercise of the functions of 
thla body has been proposed. It is 
not needful for me here and now to 
accept a brief in your defense. This 
body will continue to stand not be- 
cause of its presiding officer, but be- 
cause of the patriotism and Intel!!- 
[jce of Its constituent members and 
devotion to our system of gov- 
ent. 

Guards the People's Honor. 

ith neither right nor desire lo in- 
e upon the prerogatives of the

tution the senate of the United

The real great 
ness of this republic rests upon its un 
aullied honor,.and it is the duty of this 
body to search down rumors of bad 
faith and dishonesty and to rectify 
wrong wherever wrong is discovered. 

Here In this most sacred spot where 
war has been made and peace de- 
clared, here in the presence of the 
distinguished representatives of the 
governments of the civilized world, 
here within the hearing of the beauty, 
culture and ripened statecraft of his 
own land, may one humble American 
express the hope before he enters 
upon a four years' silence that all our 
diplomacy may spell peace with all 
peoples, justice for all governments 
and righteousness the world around

De- 
dares London Professor. 

London— Lecturing at the, Royal 
Institute on •'Heredity of Sex," Prof. 
Bateson relates some curious facts 
which have been discovered as a re- 
sult of examining several generations 
Of a family in which color-blindness 
appeared. 

A color-blind woman, he Bald, Is 
very rarely found and she always is 
a daughter of a color-blind man. Me- 
sons and daughters would be normal, 
her son's families would be normal, 
but if her daughter had sons, they 
would be found to be normal and 
color-blind In equal numbers. 

A curious anomaly with reference 
to color-blindnesB appeared in twins. 
They were girls, exactly alike In ap- 
pearance, but one was color-blind and 
the other was not. No explanation of 
this exception had been found. Prof. 
Bateson said there is a popular be- 
lief that sons in certain respects took 
after mothers and daughters after 
fathers. Within a reasonable range 
of speculation this is true, he said.

Pays Well to Be Careful in Send- 
ing to Market. 



Should Be Picked When Bulbs Begin 
to Show Slightly Rounded Bot- 
toms—Demand Is for Fresh- 
est and Neatest Appearing. 

(By LAVILLA WKIUHT MAt'OMBKR.) 

Having discovered, after several sea- 
sons or experience, that large sized 
sets yield better than the small ones 
and occupy no more space, we sort 
out our small, even sized sets in early 
spring and sell to the stores, retain- 
ing all the medium or large left over 
onions to set for marketing. 

Often grocers who have a large 
amount of grown onions left over in 
their cellars are glad to get rid of 
them for little or nothing and they 
make the best of sets even when the 
sprouts are spindled, for they soon 
straighten out of doors and have near- 
ly a week the start of those not al- 
ready sprouted. 

We set our onions just as soon as 
the ground can be plowed and roughly 
leveled, leaving enough space between 
the closely set rows to cultivate with 
a weed hoe. A cold snap or light 




Our ohlons are placed on the 
market as soon as the bulbs begin 
to show slightly rounded bottoms and 
our customers prefer them at that 
stage rather than when the bottoms 
are nicely rounded and the onion 
flavor more pronounced. The extreme 
tips of the bunch only are clipped to 
give a neater appearance and they 
are tied well down onto the tops that 
the string may not cut Into the tender 
white part. 

As our orders are usually sent In 
the day before, the onions are pulled 
in the evening and left standing bot- 
toms down in tubs of water over 
night. The water loosens the rotten 
outside skins, which may be easily 
slipped down and the roots clipped 
(not too closely or the cut ends will 
curl back) with a stout sharp knife. 
The soaking over night is a valuable 
labor-saver especially when large or- 
ders must be delivered for the early 
morning trade. 

Our onions are sent to market in 
lots of a dozen bunches each, wrap- 
ped In plain wrapping paper and tied 
loosely with stout cord, to prevent 
dust from settling on them In tran- 
sit. The yellow Danvers variety Is 
our favorite for green onions, be- 
cause of their quick and uniform 
growth, fresh white color and mild 
flavor. 

Unquestionably It pays to be parti- 
cular when preparing vegetables for 
market, for those of the freshest and 
neatest appearance are always sought

Destruction of Rats. 

There are three methods which may 
be employed in the destruction of 
rats: (1) Hunting, (2) trapping. (3) 
the use of poison or rat virus. There 
is not much to be said about the first 
of these methods. Most residents in 
the country are acquainted with the 
ratting instinct of terriers, and with 
tbe employment of ferrets and a 
knowledge of the practice can better 
be obtained by experience than by 
description. As regard traps, the 
spring trap which kills the rat at once 
when the spring Is released Is tha 
best. Another good kind Is tbe wire 
trap, on tbe eel basket principle, 
which the rat can enter easily when 
attracted by tbe bait, but 
leave.

SEES WORK OF RESTORATION 



of Victorious Democracy Is to 
Square Every Process of National 
Life With Standarde Set Up 
at the Beginning. 

Washington, March 4.-rre*ldent 
Wilsons Inaugural address, remark 
able for Its brevity, was llatened to 
with the greatest Interest by the vaBt 
throng which waa gathered In front 
of the capltol's east portico, and at ita 
close there was heard nothing but 
praise for Ita eloquence and high 
moral tone. The address In full was 
aa follows: 

There has been a change of govern- 
ment. It began two years ago wh< n 
the house of representatives became 
Democratic by. a decisive majority. 
It has now been completed. The sen- 
ate about to assemble will also be 
Democratic The offices of president 
and vice -president have been put into 
the hands of Democrats. What A* I 
the change mean? That is the ques- 
tion that is uppermost in our minds 
today. That is the question I am go- 
ing to try to answer, in order, if 1 
may, to interpret the occasion. 
Purpose of the Nation. 
It means much more than the mere 
success of a party. The success of a 
party means little except when the 
nation is using that party for a large 
and definite purpose. No one can 
mistake the purpose for which the 
nation now seeks to use the Demo- 
cratic party. It seeks to use it to in- 
terpret a change in Its own plans and 
point of view. Some old things with 
which we had grown familiar, and 
wlilih hnd begun to creep into the 
very habit of our thought and of our 
lives, have altered their aspect as we 
have latterly looked critically upon 
them, with fresh, awakened eyes; 
have dropped their disguises and 
•shown themselve.-; alien and sinister. 
Some new things, as we look frankly 
upon them, willing to comprehend 
their real character, have come to as- 
sume the aspect, of things long believ- 
ed In and famllijr, smff of our own 
convict Ions. We have been refreshed 
by a new insight into our own life. 

We see that in many things that 
life is very great. It is incomparably 
jtreat in its material aspects, in its 
body of wealth, in the diversity i>nd 
sweep of its energy, in the indut-.tries 
which have been conceived and built 
up by the genius of individual men 
and the limitless enterprise of groups 
of men. It Is great, also, very great, 
in its moral force. Nowhere else in 
the world have noble men and women 
exhibited in more striking form the 
beauty and energy of sympathy and 
helpfulness and counsel in their efforts 
to rectify wrong, alleviate suffering, 
and set the weak in the way of 
strength and hope. Wp have built up, 
moreover, a great system of govern- 
ment, which has stood through a long 
age as in many respects a model for 
those who seek to set liberty upon 
foundations that will endure against 
fortuitous change, against storm and 
accident. Our life contains every 
great tHing, and ci-alns it in rich 
abundance. 

Evils That have Come. 
Hut the evil has come with the 
rood, and much fine gold has been 
corroded With riches has come in- 
excusable waste). We have squan- 
dered a great part of what we might 
have used, and have not stopped to 
conserve the exceeding bounty of na- 
ture without which our genius for en- 
terpri'e would have been worthless 
and Impotent, scorning to be canini 
Hhumet'ully prodigal as well as admir- 
ably efcient We hive been proud of 
our industri'-il achievements, but we 
have not hitherto stopped thought- 
fully enough tfl count the human coBt, 
the cost of IIwh snuffed out, of ener- 
gies overtaxed and broken, the fear- 
ful physical and spiritual cost to the 
men and women and children upon 
whom tli*- cl. ad weight and burden of 
it all has fallen pitilessly the years 
through The groans and agony of it 
all had not yet reached our ears, the 
solemn, moving undertone of our life, 
coining up jut of the mines and fac- 
tories and out of every home where 
the struggle had its Intimate and fa- 
miliar seat. With the great govern- 
ment went many deep secret things 
which we too long delayed to look 
Into and scrutinize with candid, fear- 
less eyes. The great government we 
loved has too often been made use of 
for private and selfish purposes, and 
those who used it had forgotten the 
people. 

At last a vision has been vouch- 
safed us of our life as a whole. We 
see the bad with the good, the de- 
based and decadent with the Bound 
and vital With this vision we ap- 
new affairs Our duty is to 
to reconsider, to restore, to 
correct the evil without Impairing the 
good, to purify and humanize every 
process of our cummon life without 
weakening or sentimentalizing it 
There has been something crude and 
heartless and unfeeling In our haste to 
I and be great. Our thought has 
'Let every man look out for him- 
self, let every generation look out for 
itself,' while we reared giant machin- 
ery which made it Impossible that any 
but those who stood at the levers of 
control should have a chance to look 
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out for themselves. We had not for 

gotten our morals We remembered 
well enough that we had set up a 
policy which was meant to serve the 
humblest as well as the most power 
ful, with an eye single to the stand- 
ards of Justice and fair play, and re- 
It with pride. Hut we were 
ind in a hurry to be 

Things to Bs Altered. 
We have come now to the sober 
second thought. The scales of heed- 
lessness have fallen from our eyes, 
u i leave mads np <mr mlndi to square 
every process of our national life 
ngaln with the standards we so proud 
ly set up at the beginning and have 
always carried at our hearta. Our 
work is a work of restoration. 

We have Itemized with some degree 
of particularity the things that ought 
to be altered and here are some of 
the chief items: A tariff which cuts 
us off from oui proper part in the 
commerce of the world, violates the 
Just principles of taxation, and makrs 
the government a facile instrument In 
the hands of private Interests; a bank 
ing and currency system based upon 
the necessity of the government to 
sell Its bonds fifty years ago and per- 
fectly adapted to concentrating cash 
and restricting credits; an industrial 
system which, take it on all Its sides, 
financial as well as administrative, 
holds cnpital in bailing strings, re- 
stricts the liberties and limits the op- 
portunities of labor, and exploits with 
out renewing or conserving the nat- 
ural resources of the country; a body 
of agricultural activities never yet 
Klven the efficiency of great business 
undertakings or served as it should be 
through the instrumentality of science 
taken directly to the farm, or afforded 
the facilities of credit best suited to 
its practical needs; water courses un- 
developed, waste places unreclaimed, 
forests untended, fast disappearing 
without plan or prospect of renewal, 
unregarded w aste heaps at every mine. 
We have studied as perhaps no other 
nation has the most effective means 
of production, but we have not studied 
cost or economy as we should either 
as organizers of industry, as states- 
men, or as individuals. • 
Government for Humanity. 
Nor have we studied and perfected 
the means by which government may 
be put at the service of humanity, in 
safeguarding the health of the nation, 
the health of its men and its women 
and its children, as well as their rights 
in the struggle for existence. This is 
no sentimental duty. The Arm basis 
of government is justice, not pity. 
These are matters of justice. There 
can be no equality or opportunity, the 
first essential of justice in the body 
politic, if men and women and chil- 
dren be not shielded in their lives, 
their very vitality, from the conse- 
quences of great industrial and social 
processes which they cannot alter, 
control, or singly cope with. Society 
must see to it that it docs not itself 
crush or weaken or damage its own 
constituent parts. The first duty of 
law Is to keep sound the society I' 
serves. Sanitary laws, pure food laws, 
nnd laws determining conditions of 
labor which individuals are powerless 
to determine for themselves are Inti- 
mate parts of the very business of jus- 
tice and legal efficiency. 

These are some of the things we 
ought to do. and not leave the others 
undone, the old-fashioned, never to-be- 
neglected, fundamental safeguarding 
of property and of Individual right. 
This is the high enterprise of the new 
day; to lift everything that concerns 
our life as a nation to the light that 
Bhines from the hearthfire of every 
man's conscience and vision of the 
right. It is inconceivable that we 
should do this as partisans; it is in- 
conceivable we should do it in ignor- 
ance of the facts as they are or in 
blind liaste. We shall restore, not de- 
stroy. We shall d< al with our econ- 
omic system as it is and as it may 
be modified, not as it might be If we 
had a clean sheet of paper to write 
upon; and step by Btep we shall make 
it what it should be, In the spirit of 
those who question their own wisdom 
and seek counsel and knowledge, not 
shallow self-satisfaction or the excite- 
ment of excursions whither they can- 
not tell. Justice, and only justice, 
shall always be our motto. 

Nation Deeply Stirred. 
And yet It will be no cool process 
of mere science. The nation has been 
deeply Btlrred, stirred by a solemn 
passion, stirred by the knowledge of 
wrong, of ideals lost, of government 
too often debauched and made an In- 
strument of evil. The feelings with 
which we face this new age of right 
and opportunity sweep across our 
heart-strtngs like some air out of 
Cod's own presence, where justice and 
mercy are reconciled and the judge 
and the brother are one. We know 
our task to be no mere task of politics 
but a task which shall search us 
through and through, whether we be 
able to understand our time and the 
need of our people, whether we be In- 
deed their spokesmen and interpre- 
ters, whether we have the pure heart 
U> comprehend and the rectified will 
to choose our high course of action. 

This ia not a day of triumph; it is 
a day of dedication. Here muster, not 
the forces of party, but the forces of 
humanity. Men's hearts wait upon us; 
men's lives hang in the balance; men's 
hopes call upon us to say what we 
will do. Who shall live up to tbe 
great trust? Who dares fall to try? 
I summon all honest men, all patriotic, 
all forward-looking men, to my aide 
'iod helping me, I will not fall them. 
If they will but counsel and sustain
